Mion. J. Biack, the Author of the Re- 


construction Veto. 


It is conclusively settled by the following 
extracts from tbe testimony in the tm peach- 
ment case of the Hon. J. 8. Black, Attorney 
Genera! in the Cabinet of President Buchanan, 
that he wrote the chief pogions of the above 
paper, which all parties have conceded to be 
the ablest (hat has emanated from the Exec~ 
utive department during Mr. Johnson’s term. 
Hov. Jeremiah 8S. Biack was examined on 
the 14th of March last. In reply to the ques- 
tion whether he prepared or had any part itn 
the preparation of the veto message of the 
reconstruction bill, he said: 
“There have been several communications 
between the President and me, entirely pri- 
vate and confidential, some of them ——. 
to the subject indicated b your question 
do not think you ought to invist upon that ques- 
tion. 1 wish simply to enter a protest against 
your right to demand ap answer. am op 
record for this opinion. A witness to 
testify before any tribunal is bound by con- 
science to answer a question which that tri- 
bunal declares he ought to answer. That he 
is himeelf not the judge of what he ought to 
anewer,and what he ought not. 
that you have the power to compe! an answer 


under the penalties which I cannot recite. I, 
therefore, you insist upon my stating what 
*private intercourse took place between me 


and the President upon this subject, or upon 
any other, 1 suppose [I am bound to answer. 
But I submit to the committee that res ought 
not to press that question. I ask the com- 
mittee to decide whether they will or not.”

some one else I do not know, because I never 
had communication with him after I handed 
over the paper. 

Q. Was the arguement which you prepared, 
in your own estimation, a paper covering the 
entire ground of the veto message substan 
tially, avd in what you would regard as the 
r form of a veto message? 

It was in that form. The President did 
‘request meto put ft in* eny particular 
form. He wanted meto put in form—that 
is, to put in writing-—expressions which he 
had given and in which we perfectly agreed ; 
which 1 did. For instance: the first para- 
graph of the paper which 1 wrote then went 
on as it might have been signed and sent in 
as a message, but there was no understanding 
that it was to be done. It was distinctly un- 
derstood that he was to , alter or mod- 
ify it as he pleased.
